“was to the European Powers the first glimpse of 
reawakened China, The world learned that 
China had divined the fatflity of matchlocks and 
callco forts, that sho was atudying, like the rest 
of us, the appalling litany of war, To measure 
the pace of Chinese progress in this sinister 
decirine we have but to compare China as seen 

. by the French officers in 1860—an empire that 
could have heen ridden down by a few French 
regi.usents—ard the China which checked 
France in Tonquin. We have but totum from 
the shufillog rabble which was wont to guard the 
Tartar Geners {0 the firm, steady linen at 
Ningpo. We have but to contrast the discip'ice 
of the troops who followed 11 Hung-chang and 
Gordon against the Taepings with the army 
now under hls command in the northern prov- 
Inces, Ax to the power of this army io battle 
with Western troops, {t would be idle to specu: 
late, T presume that I's condition fs not so good 
ps that of the Japanese army ;, that [t suffers 
from. lax admintstration ; from confiding too 
much to forelgners, who do not show their best 
sid to China; from an innate, ioherlted and 
plous aversion to war. 

CHINESE LACK OF ENTHUSIASM. 

Then, remember that the Chinese are not en 
“enthustastic peoole.” Thelr hearts are not 
“easily fired”! They. are not prone to out 
bursts cf public emotion, She moves as the 

* placier rather than as the volcano or cyclone, 

Butshe moves! You may defeat her to-morrow, 
you may hombard her Taku forte, you may even 
andan army, and, marching over the low, 
alluvial fertile lends of Northern China, spring 
_ upon Peking. ‘Whatthen? Yon have no more 
gained the country than hy the capture of 
Boaton you would gain the United States, It fs 
like’ macerating the waves, You may cut and 
slash and stab, the billows will serry up and 
roll.

‘again repeated could exact from China no more 
than what China deigned to glve—an indemnity, 
an Istand, oreven the abandonment of Kores, 
which would do China no harm and Japan no 
gond, The vendetta alone would remain and 
endur*, 

MUST COPY THE OTHER NATIONS. 

In the. meantime’ the awakening Chinese 
martial splritis Intensified. China learns from 

. Japan the lesron that fer two generations we 
have been try/ng toblast irto her by cannon 
fires—that {fshe would hold ber- own with the 
Christian, she mast do what Christian nations 
hevedone, She must turn aside from the 
deliberate and-harmontous legends of a god of 
love and pe'cs, from the Sermon on the Mount, 
and those pearly herven-suffased beatitudes 
and, leaving them to missloraries and Sunday 
achoo! childcen, accept the gospel that war slone 
4s the price of m peoole’s salvation.

SAFETY TO EUROPE IN CHINA'S CONSERVATIVE

forty-three years, and could not comprehend It. 
And Str Harry Parkes was a statesman of con- 
summate (ntelligence. The late John T. Delane, 
editor of the London 7¥m¢s, and among the 
foremost jouraalists of the ave, advised a young 
frlend of mine, connected with his paper, and 
in @ manner beginning bla career in the press, 
to study the Eust—the polltics of the next 
generation.
